MACON, ILLS., March 19t 1874. 


EDITORS EEPJJBLICAN :—IB the 


Magnet of March 18th, " Jack Plane, 
Sr.," of Decatur, attempts to answer 
" Jack Plane, Jr.'s," letter of March 
5th, in the REPUBLICAN, under the 
caption of " A few plain questions from 
Jack Plane,?Sr., to Jack Plane, Jr.," 
wherein the ire of Dad is so exercised 
that he even denies any relationship 
with me. It is well that ho does, for 
if he were to attempt it it wquld doubt- 
less prove him a " Tichborne," a "bast- 
ard," or some other ugly thing that 
I would dislike yery much to own as 
Dad. 
. , 


He says: "But after reading in the 


REPUBLICAN—monopoly organ—of tho 
5th inst., ' Plain Talk' in reply to some 
remarks of Jo. Ray iti your paper of 
the 4th, oh, how bad I feel 1! ! " Now, 
Dad, we had no idea that tho truth 
would act BO terribly, and if the shoo 
Gte you must wear it; and inasmuch as 
repentance precedes conversion, I hope 
you will writhe on until you cease to 
look through such spectacles as the 
Magnet affords. 
There have always 


been a set of croakers, that make as 
much noise even at this time as the 
frogs do, who, I think, are equally as 
harmless. 
But inasmuch as Dad has 


asked "a few plain questions," it be- 
comes me as a dutiful Bon to answer 
with due respect so august a personage. 


Dad, you are "off your eggs." When 


you supposed that I was attempting to 
eustain congressional rings, Macon coun- 
ty rings, or any other that in any way 
interfered with the " general welfare " 
of the people, I was only discussing the 
questions of encouraging home manu- 
factures; in other words, inviting capi- 
tal and labor in our midst, so that there 
would be no antagonism between capi- 
tal and labor, but that inasmuch as 
capital is the result of labor, iu proper^ 
tion as we encourage Inbor in our midst, 
in that proportion will our homo capital 
increase. 
Now, Dad, do you object to 


that '(• 
If not, inasmuch as you are in 


your dotage—a child again—lie still 
and slumber, and may " angels guard 
thy bed." 


I had hoped that by this time you 


would have learned that it is folly to 
discuss questions of political economy 
in a partizan sense. 
We should rise 


above party, and love our country bet- 
tor than party, or else we will be like 
the blind leading the blind, and the re- 
sult will bo that we will all fall into the 
ditch together 
' 


You argue as clear as mud, as will 


be readily seen after reading your pro- 
position : "If ho knows what kind of 
' protection' the people are complaining 
about and bound to change, ho will not 
or dare not explain it." I did not 
know that the people were complaining 
about any kind of " protection ;" but I 
do know that they complained about 
monopolies, nnd that they organized in 
the interest of mutual protection—and 
their influence has been felt in the State 
Legislatures and is beginning to be 
heard from in the halls of Congress. 
Laws have been passed controlling un> 
iast discrimination in rates of passenger 
and freight tariffs. 
I know also that 


the fanners and laborers are a unit on 
the great questions affecting the inters 
ests of the producer and consumer alike. 
Now, Dad, when you write such sen- 
tences as the above use the word "mon- 
opoly" in place of " protection," and 
sensible people will know better what 
you are driving at. 


He admits that he sees " nothing 


proscriptive in patronizing home manu- 
factures, provided they are as cheap 
and as good as those manufactured 
elsewhere." 
Well, then, why this 


"much ado about nothing? 
You 


wish to divert attention from the ques- 
tion at issue and get up a man of straw 
and then knock it down yourself— 
which no one objects to—by saying : 
"Suppose the manufacturers get up a 
little ring and go to congress, take a 
few greenbacks, some wine and women 
for lobby forces, and get the Republi- 
can monopolists who run that national 
concern to pass a law putting a tariff 
of 50 or 100 per cent, on certain neces- 
sary articles, which could bo had ofowr 
neighbors just that much cheaper if it 
were not for that arrangement made by 
the political managers under the name 
of protection to home industry. Can 
ho see any proscription there? " 1 do 
not believe any such political combina- 
tion exists. I 'nould object to such an 
arrangement as much as you, Dad ; but 
such a state of things is owing to your 
Tortile imagination, nightmare or some 
other caiu-o equally as bad, rather than 
otherwise. 
My advice is, keep sober, 


lud assist the women iu their great 
moral crusade against vour deadliest 


foe, and all will bo well with you. 


You admit that the necessary arti- 


cles could be had just that much cheap- 
! er of our neighbors. 
You and I. agree 


exactly^—-patronize our' neighbors, and 
then you como up. to the standard that 
I established in my letter that yon 
vainly try to misrepresent. 
Dad, take 


the beam out of your own eye, and then' 
you will sec more clearly how to rc- 
move'tho inoto from"Republi«an monop- 
olists'" eyes. 
The fact is, Dad, you 


have an ax to grind, but you will have 
to wait some time yet, in my opinion. 


You must be an old fogy indeed if 


you object to your own city tax ; you 
ought to have influence enough to cor- 
rect the evils you complain of, and it is 
in bad taste for you to try to reform 
the state or nation when you have no 
influence even at home. I see school 
houses, Holly water works 'and gas 
works, street improvements,'that go to 
make up the $80,000 you complain of 


You say it is not 'the purpose of the 


farmers' movement to correct evils that 
are not authorized bylaw. 
Well, well, 


Dad, evil must stalk unchecked until 
it is authorized by law. 
Then by a 


Tammany fight it can be moved, and to 
the victor belongs the spoils. 
I'see 


you want to become notorious as n re- 
former. 
I say nip all evils in tlie bud, 


not wait until all the protection of law 
is thrown around it. 
You are a philos- 


opher of retrograde powers. I would 
advise you to " go West," even at your 
advanced age. 
Read the editors' re- 


ply to a farmer of Wheatlund, and you 
will better understand how a multiplici- 
ty of manufactories and railroads cheap- 
en rather than increase the price of 
manufactured articles of consumption, 
and railroad fares and freights. 
We 


mean business, Dad; old fogies and 
croakers have been running the machine 
long enough. Then you will sec that 
" managing monopolists " do not take 
too much from the farmer and laborer. 


Dad, 
you are wild about the national 


debt, &c.,&c.—another evidence of in- 
sobriety. 
I hope tho public will ex- 


cuse Dad for swearing, as it is a habit 
contracted in the early settlement of 
the country, when stumps prevented 
the easy management of the plow, and 
as ho is now too old to bo censured 
publicly. 


Now Dad, iluu't gut cxuilud, as Sut 


Lovcgood'a father did while lie was act- 
ing 'Mioi-s," or the boos may sting you 
aw they did him.
